FORESTRY FACTS

The production of Douglas Fir lum- 
ber has increased thirty-eight per cent 
in the hast two years, according to 9 
recent publication. of the Dominion Fo 
restry Branch on the forest product 
of Canada. This percentage is double 
that of | any other leading Canadian 
wood for the same period. This tree 
made up 67.7 p.c, of the tot, lum-- 
ber production of British Colur-bia, 
which province is cstimated to contgin 
as much timber as all the rest of Ca-- 
nada. The importance of the Douglas 
fir is exemplified by a statement made 
by Dr. CG. S. Sargent the leading gqu- 
thority on American trees, who says 
“No other American tree of the first 
magnitude is so widely. distributed, or 
can now afford so much timber, and 
the rapidity ofits growth and its 
power or reproduction ulder favoura- 
ble conditions make it the most valua- 
ble conditions make it most valuable 
in habitant of the great coniferous fy 
rest of the northwest.’’

CHIMNEY FIRES 


Some of the easiest methods of sub- 
duing a chimney fire areas follows:— 

Sprinkling salt down the flue. 

Place a pan of water on the stove 
and place th2 stovepipe in the water. 


The steam rising and passing through| 


the flues extinguishes the fire. 

Sprinkle flowers of sulphur on the 
live coalsin the stove. The fumes 
generated will choke out the fire. 

One of the bett plans—if not tae best 
—is to keep all pipes and fiues, as 
well as the stoves, thoroughiy clean. 
Chimney flues should be swept down 
almost as fr2quently as the stove and 
pipes in the house. 


Pouring water into a hot burning

When, however,’ the directors have 
sifted and sorted, and discovered if 
{he provisicns of the Elevator Act ha- 
ve been complied with in every parti- 
cular, Manager I. J. Fream expressed 
tne opiron in conversation with The 
Albertan last night, thatit will be 
nec2ssary to erect and acquire about 
30 e.evators all told this year.
